’ For those who feel there is little 
variety in common winter vegeta- 
bles, let me list a few of the com- 
mon and inexpensive Kinds now 
available. You have oyster plant, 
Brussels sprouts, snowy heads of 
cauliflower, red and white cab- 
bage, beetsy yellow and white tur- 
nips, carrots, eggplant, and in the 
{talian markets fennel or fennu- 
chi, globe artichokes, broccoli and 
various kinds of squash. 


Slightly more expensive, but 
vill good buys, are the string 
jeans, fresh peas, radishes, spin- 
-ch, tomatoes and salad greens 
‘coming from Southern markets. 
Combined discreetly with the 
cheaper vegetables you may in- 
clude some of these in each week’s 
menus, 

Here are some tempting salad 
and vegetable combinations for 
your winter menus: 

Red and Green Slaw 

Combine 2 cups each finely 
shredded green and red cabhage 
in a large salad bowl. Pour over 
‘2 cup tart vinegar and sprinkle 
with 43 cup sugar, 1 teaspoon salt, 
'g teaspoon pepper, 4 teaspoon 
celery seed and +3 cup melted 
butter or salad oil. Toss together 
thoroughly and serve at once. 

Cabbage-Tomato Relish 

Shred cabbage fine and crisp in 
ice water. Drain. To every 2 cups 
cabbage have 1 cup diced toma- 
tees that have been sprinkled with 
salt and chilled thoroughly. Toss 
together and marinate for 15 hour 
in a well-seasoned French dress- 
ing.
